HAT cannot be ignored 
fa tho possibility of the 
Indo-China war lusting in- 
definitely, unless it is ended 
by negotiations, Hke the 
Korean conflict, Given time, 
it ‘Ip conceivable .that .the 
French Union forces could 
bring Indo-China, under 
control, But it has to be 
remembered that popular 
opinion in France is that 
teo much tlme, money and 
lives have already been 
spent in the struggle. No 
Government could afford to 
despise or reject the 
promise of continued 
American aid almed at 
bringing the Indo-China 
war to o successful con- 
clusion. Nevertheless, it 
remains true that the 
derire for a negotiated 
armistice ix strong through- 
out France. Compromise, 
however, involves political 
complications and difficul- 
ties. France is committed 
to onsure that the Asso- 
ciated States obtain true 
independence, and it is 
hard to see how this can 
be guaranteed through 24 
negotiated peace with the 
Vietminhese while they are 
still militarily strong, There 
‘a no lack of sympathy for 
France in her dilemma.

The title of Serene Highne.s 
and Prince was transformed to 
that of Marquess of Milford 
Haven, an old royal title derived 
from the great harbour on 
Britain's west coast. 

The name Battenberg was 
duly tranaiilerated into Mount- 
batten, 


His younger son Louls (now | 


Ear! Mountbatten) wus granted 
the courtesy title of Lord Louls 
Mountbatten, the name by whlch 
he has remalned known  collo- 
quially ever since. 

Prince Louis ot least had the 
satisfaction of rehabilitation .n 
the naval service before he diced, 
He was invited to take the chalr 
at a Navy Club dinner In July, 
1921. 

When he stood up to answer 
the toast there was a roar uf 
checring that lasted nearly five 
minutes, which so affected him 
that he was barely able, to 
murmur his thanks. 


Modest life 


Prince Louis’ train of life was 
now more modest than ever, 
One: of his contemporaries = re- 
cuils seeing him outside the 
United Services Club at this 
time and: olfering to give up his 
tuxi to him: “Oh, no, my dear 
fu.low, I go in buses these 
diys,” Prince Louis replied. 

He hud taken a room in the 
annexe of the Naval and Mill- 
tary Club In Halt Moon Street, 
while his wife and daughter 
stayed at a nearby hotel. 


On Saturday, September 10, 
Prince Louis felt unwell, und 
askoa the family to delay thelr 
de, aesure, aa next aay tac 
Mate bine: and her daughter 
Ludy Lowse went out to fetch 
some oo medicine, They were 
greeted on their relurn the 
housekeeper, who told them 
tensfully that It would no longer 
be required. She had gone up 
fo Prinee Louis’ rogin to collect 
a tray and found him dead,

Prince Louls dicd a compara- 
live'y poor man, and wkh = bim 
ended a long chapter in the 
history of the fabulous Mount- 
batten family. Almost at the 
same time there dled a very 
rich man, Sir Ernest Cannel —

Some of his miillons he left 
to his grand-daughter, Edwina. 
She was to become Lady Louls 
Mountbatten. And Lord and 
Lady Louis wete to have a great 
influence In the fe of thelr 
nephew — now the Duke of 
Edinburgh.

For St Louis (pronounced 
Lewis), on the Missouri 
bank of the mighty Missis- 
sippl, once 
had a smog DONALD 
problem as 
bad as, if 
not worse 
than, Lon- 
don's own. 


The choking, sooty, sul- 
phurous — blanket that 
wrapped the city from au- 
tumn to spring was taking 
a toll of nearly £7,000,000 
a year in property damage 
alone, without counting the 
cost to health.

First, St Louis suffers 
from those weather grem- 
lins known as “inversion 
belts of warm) air’ that 
come in around 1,500 to 
2,000ft. and seal smoke in 
as tightly as if by a lid.

He was ‘being — called 
“Tucker the Tinker,” Black 
Tuesday not only inflamed 
St Louis Jungs, it inflamed 
its temper. 


The Post-Dispatch detailed 
veteran newsman Samuel 
Shelton to get an answer to 
smog. 


It pounded the Adminis- 
tration. And then, sur- 
prisingly, Shelton was back 
within a fortnight with the 
answer—an_ answer that 
Tucker the Tinker had done 
as much as anybody to 
provide. 


The spur 
UT it needed the spur of 


angry public opinion 
and the powerful champicn- 
ship of the Post to have any 
chance of. being accepted. 


For the answer to. smog 
did not involve any waving 
of 2 magic wand by chemists 
and engineers. It thrust the 
whole thing back at St Louls 
people with the most drastic 
smoke ordinance ever 
devised. . 


Thia id what] it laid 
down: that all burning high- 
volate fuel (that cheap and 
handy coal, containing a lot of 
sulphur nnd tar, from across the 
river) must employ mechanical 
feeding equipment to burn it 
smokelesely, 


And that meant the family 
boller og well og the factory 
furnace, All others feeding their 
fires by hand must burn smoke- 
less fucl. 


Next: To stop a ramp in 
prices due to scurcily, or to 
break resistance by coal deal- 
ers, the city should be empower- 
ed to buy and distribute coat. 


Finally, the 18 railways con- 
verging on St Louls should be 
made to conform like everybody 
else, Any coal with over 23 per- 


cent volatile matter was to be. 


regarded as smoky fuel. 


At once railroads, the Illnols 
coal owners, and merchants 
came out to do battle. 


But St Louis, sick of 
was not to be deterred, 


A committee of citizens, led 
by banker Jumes L. Ford and 
briefed by Professor Tucker, put 
the finishing touches to the or- 
dinance; slapped on fines up to 
$500 for unyone making ex- 
cessive smoke for more than six

This story was written by a 
doctor named Veresoeff, whose 
reminiscences, published a few 
years later, give other instances 
of the prtmitive distrust of 
doctors which he ‘encountered 
among his patients in pre- 
revolulionary Russia, His picture 
of the oholera epidemic at 
Slesarsk was oa piece of real-life 
soclal bittory presented in fiction 
fortn, 

The “Large Soviet Encyclo- 
pacaiz,” Vol. 60, 1934, In) an 
artlele on cholera, sald: 
“Characteristic accompaniments 
gf many cpidemics of cholera in 
Russia wero the — so-called 
‘cholera = rebellions’. The 
best known cholera _ rebellions 
were those of 1830-31 In the 
Novgurod and Tambov _ pro- 
vinees; the last wer in 1893 on 
the Volga.” 


Sixty Years 


In 1893—a year before Vere- 
sucit’s story was pubilshed— 
Stalin was 14 years old. 


Sixty years have elapsed 
since then, during which period 
tremendous progress has been 
made in the Russtan medical 
services. Among simple peasants,
